FULL REGIMENT OF ROUGH RIDERS

Saperbly Mounted and Fully Equipped
They Will Be Ready for Service
Elther In Cuba or the
Philippines,

CHEYENNE, Wyo.,, May 17.—(Special.)—
The work of organizing the Secomd regiment
of volunteer cavalry, to be composed aof
frontiersmen from the northwest, 8 being
carried on In n most systematic and expe-
ditious manner by the colonel of the regl-
ment, Jay L. Torrey, and before the tlose
of the present week the full regiment of

_ #® 1000 rough riders will be at the Fort Rtus-

gell barracks here fully armed and equipped
for service,

The regiment will be made up of ad-
venturous splrits, and will contain a greater

wvariety of experiences than any aggregation |

of military men ever formed. All will be
frontlersmen, horsemen  and  marksmen.
They will not all be cowboys, for among
the recruits are lawyers, physiclans, pros-
pectors, mining men, mining engineers,
herdsmen and preschers, but all are dis-
tinctively western mon with sunburned faces
'mvl the spirit of Independence and abllity
to take cure of thomdelves that is peculiar
to life in the west. The western character
omitiod from the tanks of this regiment s

the long-halred type of bad man, who s a |

cownrd at heart and has no place In a4
regiment of men who will fight in the open.

The Second regiment will be made up of
men from Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Idaho
and Wyoming, the troops npportioned to the

varlous states belng two from Colorado, mm|

from Nevada, one from Utah, one from
Idaho and seven from Wyoming. The troops
in Colorado, Utuh, Idnho and Nevada have
already been fully organized and equipped
nnd have passed a preliminary medical ex-
nmination. They are all now enroute to
this city and will be in camp here by
Wednesday, The ecven troops from Wyo-
ming have been recruited and will also
reach here carly this weck, The applica-
tions for enlistment have been double the
number that can be taken. There have been
hundreds of applications for enlistment from
enstern states, and Colonel Torrey states that
he could have flled his regiment before
leaving Washington with bright young fel-
lows from the states east of the Mississippl
river. None will be taken from states other
than those pamed in the act authorizing
the regiment,
Finely Equipped.

The equipment of the regiment will Le
superb. In the beginning Colonel Torrey
wus pmbitlous to bave a distinetive uniform.
On Investigation he found every hat fac-
tory in the country had ordera for six
months abead. The clothing Iactories wera
in the same conditlon, He therefore de-
clded to take the uniform furnished by the
government. It was thought at first that
the cowboy saddle with Its high pommel and
cantle would be used. It was found that It
would tnke six months to supply the regl-
ment with such saddles, and the regulation
government cavalry saddle will beé nsed.
In armsa the regiment will have the im-
proved magazine Krag-Jorgensen carbine
and the 45-caliber Colt's revolver, with the
short barrel. No sabrea will be used.

Great attention is being paid to the ques-
tlon of mounts. A board of experts, com-
posed of Captain C. A, Varnum, Seventh
U. 8. cavalry; Lleutenant Stockel, Fifth U.
8. cavalry, and Percy 8. Hoyt, a loeal horse-
man of great experlence, Is selecting horses
from the best stock in Wyoming, Colorado,
Utah ond Idahe. The board s not limited
as to price, and Is paying $110 per head
for its selections. The specifications estab-
lished by the board call for horses fifteen
hands high, welght about 1,000 pounds, color
bay, black, chestnut or brown, gentle under
the saddle and with no vicious habits.
Preference is glven horses owned by re-
crulle.

Of the snimals offered not more than §
per cent are accepted. The cowboy has in
many Instances a mistaken idea of the re-
quirements of a cavalry horse. On the
roundup he has uauvally a string of from ten
to twenty horses and rides recklessly uand
without giving the horse care or attention.
His |den of & gentle horse Is one that can-
not buck him off. A cowboy recruit offered
his horse to the purchasing board this morn-
feg, “‘Is he gentle and without viclous
habits?' was asked. “Yes, plumb gentle,'
wis Lthe reply. “Well, get on him and ride,"
he was lnstructed, He got on him and for
ten minutes there was a scene of high buck-
ing and furious pitehing which would make o
wild west show tame in comparison. “‘Re-
Jected,”” sald the horse board. *“*What for?"”’
qreried the cowboy, “he didn't throw me,
1 eall him o plumb gentle hoss"

A pack train is being made up for the regl-
ment at 8t Louls, The mules will be pleked
from a bunch of 7.000, and will be a class
which will keep up with the cavalry in its
most rapld movements, No wagons will be
used, and the reglment will be effective
for service In the Phillppines or in Cuba.

Pernonnel of the Commander.,

Colonel Torrey, who will lead the regl-
ment, Is & young man of intense cnergy and
perseverence, He has a capacity for work
almost unequalled, and the result Is show-
ing up In the systematic manner in which
his regiment Is coming together from the
scattered portions of the great aren in which
it In being organized. Colonel Torrey was
senlor eaplain for several years at the Mis-
pouri State university under Major McMur-
ray of the regular army. After graduation
he held.a commission in line with the Mis-
gourl National guard, being assistant ad-
Jutant general on the staff of the commander
of the eastern military distrivt of Missour!,
For a number of years he has been the
owner and manager of the Embar cattle
outfit in the Big Horn basin, this state, A
large percentage of the cowboys of Lhe west
have worked for him, and all are active
recruiting officers for his regiment. Calonel
Torrey is at home in the saddle, and on the
roundup and in camp is thoroughly in touch
with his men. His outfit maintains the old-
time traditions of the range, and the cowboy
who gets a place in the Embar outfit con-
siders himself a Jucky man.

Colonel Torrey ls being assisted In the
work of organizing his regiment by Major
Thomas Wilhelm, U. 8. A., mustering offlcer,
and Licutennnt J. G. Harbord, U. 8 A,
quartermaster and commissiary officer. The
troop oficers will be elected by the men
pud will have to pass the same physical
examination that the men do. The require-
ments are good horsemanship, good marks-
manship, perfect physique and the age liml-
tations of the regular army. A modifica-
tion of the usual weight and height limita-
tlons has been secured, so that men over

armed, and accompanied by a number of
good dogs, The wagon (s to be supplied with
provisions for an Indefinite atay, and to
travel over the reservation making wolf ¢
hunting u business, Io this way it Is hoped |
to reduce the numhber of wolves, The losses
from this source the last year have been
greater than from all olher sources rvom-
| bined, and stock owners have cdme to a
| point where they must rid themselves of
| this source of loss, which takes away o large
per cent of their profita. It 1 belleved that
guch an organized hunt ean do more townrd
wiping out the wolves than any number of |
occnsional hunts which might be attempted, |

Finttering Condltion of the Order In
South Dakota,

HURON, 8. D., May 17.—(Special.)—Dele-
gates from this city to the twenty-third an-
nual session of the Grand lodge, Independ-
ent Order of 0dd Fellowsa of South Dakota,
and the grand assembly of Rebekah lodges,
departed for Sloux Falls yesterday morning.
The Huron contingent wasa joined here by
those from points west and north.

The report of Grand Secretary Rice shows
a heaithy nnd prosperous condition of the
order throughout the state, and that much™
bas been accomplished by nearly every lodge
during the last year. The gain in member-
ship has been remarkable, both in subordi-
nate lodges and Rebekah lodges. During
the year only two subordinate and two Re-
beksh lodges have disgolved. There are now
ninety-five subordinate lodges, two of which
were inatituted the past year, having a
total membership of 3,714. These have pald
during the year 1,217 weeks of sick bene-
fits; for rellef, the total amount pald out
was $6,372.24; pald for burylng dead, $879.80.
The total receipts of subordinate lodges dur-
Ing the year was §$34,010. The lodges now
have Invested In real estate and securities,
$55,614. The Home fund, eatablished some
eighteen months since, now has a total of
$1,124.38. This fund Is for the erection of
a home for members of the order when old
and infirm, and will be located at some con-
venlent point in the state.

There are sixty-one Rebekah lodges iIn
the state, thirteen of which were Inatituted
the last year. The total membership ls
2,446; the total recelpts were $3,215.27. Two
lodges disbanded during the year, but the
net incresse I8 334. ‘The Rebekahs have
glven to the Home fund $314. Like the
subordinate lodges, this branch of the or-
der is In excellent condition and the work
is wholly satisfactory to all concerned.

Montana's Aged Wheel Rider.

MISSOULA, Mont,, May 17.—(Special.)—
Missoula has established her claim to the
oldest cyclist in the northwest in the person
of Dr. Ives, whose achlevements on a wheel
have been mentioned in the Standard more
than once. The old gentleman I8 nearly 85
years of age, and yet he rides about the
streets dally on the wheel and says that
the exercise does him much good. He rides
with greater ease than he did a year ago
and thinks that the wheel Is giving him
new strength. He is an enthusiast in wheel-
ing matters and s well posted on new
models and all of the freaks in wheeling.
He is the occasion of many remarks of
amazement on the part of visitors to the
city who see him awheel. He does not seem
to think that there is anything remarkable
about his performance, and rides through the
streets unconcernedly. His gray beard and
long gray hair appear novel on the wheel,
but Dr. Ives likes to ride and he does not
mind the attention he attracts.

A Maniln Helle in California.

SAN DIECO, Cal,, May 17.—(Speecial.)—
The San Diego Soclety of Natural History
has an old relic of Manila In the shape of
a cannon cast there 100 years ago and
brought to old San Diego to assist In de-
fending this port against the Mexlcans, this
country then belonging to Spain. The Mexi-
cans got the place and, In turn, tried to use
the cannon agalnst Commodore Stockton
He sunk all the rest of the cannon, buti
saved this one, called “El Jupiter,” and gave
it to the patriotic people of old San Diego
with which to fire Fourth of July salutea.
Some twenty years ago Lhe old plece ex-
ploded while being fired, but the ploces
were put together and It fell Into the hands
of the society. It bears tm. inscription:
“Carclus Fertius Hispaniarum et Indiana-
